Agnew for 
president? 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
says he has made no decision 
to run for president in 1976 but

He set out that position Sun- 


day amid speculation that the 
seeds of an Agnew presidential 
nomination in 1976 are being 
sown as the rules are written 
by the 1972 Republican National 
Convention. 


"I'm very pleased with it," 


the vice president said when 
asked about Miami Herald and 
Washington Post delegate sur- 
veys showing him by far the fa- 
vorite for the 1V76 GOP presi- 
dential standard bearer. 


"But this doesn't mean I've 


decided to seek the presiden- 
cy," Agnew added.

made the comment to newsmen 
as he focused hie arrival and 
first-day convention activities 
on getting out a youth vote for 
Nixon. 


The vice president predicted 


at a poolside youth-appreciation 
dinner that a great many more 
of the new 11-year-old voters 
and other young people are go- 
ing to vote for Nixon than 
people expect.

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Convention kickoff 
today; floor tight 
on 1976 delegates 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Republicans launch their pre- 
cisely scheduled convention to- 
day to renominate President 
Nixon while party leaders seek 
to head off a floor fight over 
the shape of the 1976 con- 
vention. 


An afternoon meeting of wel- 


coming speeches and a filmed 
tribute to the late President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower was to 
open the 1972 affair, followed 
by a night session featuring 
three keynote speeches to hail 
accomplishments of the Nixon 
administration. 


With 
everything pro- 


grammed, down to Nixon's re- 
nomination Tuesday night, Vice 
President Spiro T. Agnew's se- 
lection Wednesday night and fi- 
nal adjournment at 10:20 p.m. 
Wednesday, the Republican 
convention loomed as a sharp 
contrast to the all-night ses- 
sions and bruising floor fights 
that marked last -month's 
Democratic Convention here. 


Only one issue appeared 


headed for a battle on the con- 
vention floor, the question of 
how delegates will be allotted 
by states for the party's next 
convention in 1976. 


The convention's Rules Com- 


mittee considers the question 
today. 


Unless a compromise can be 


reached, the issue will be 
fought out on the convention 
floor and before the nation's 
television viewers Tuesday 
afternoon in the only crack of 
the solid Republican unity 
marking this convention. 


Threat of another floor fight, 


over the women's rights portion 
of the party platform, all but 
vanished over the weekend. 
Rep. Margaret Heckler of Mas- 
sachusetts said no woman on 
the platform tried to bring up a 
statement on abortion. 


Even the protesters appeared 


to be following a well-ordered 
schedule. 
Several 
hundred 


caused a massive traffic jam 
Sunday night outside the Fon- 
taineWeau Hotel, scene of a 
$500-a-ticket, fancy-dress GOP 
ball. A few eggs were thrown 
and a few party-goers were jos- 
tled but large numbers of night- 
stick-carrying police dispersed 
the demonstrators without in- 
jury or arrest. 


With no Republican opposi- 


tion to Nixon to worry about, 
GOP leaders kept up a steady 
drumbeat of criticism of Demo- 
cratic 
nominee 
George 


McGovern. Sen. Robert Dote1 of 
Kansas, the party chairman, 
charged the South Dakota sena- 
tor had virtually destroyed 
"any chance for peace this 
year" in Indochina. 


McGovern, 
meanwhile, 


planned a departure from the 
usual practice of lying low dur- 
ing the opposition party's con- 
vention. 


He has a busy schedule for 


the week, including a tour of 
Pennsylvania flood damage to- 
day, a visit to former President 
Lyndon B. Johnson's ranch on 
Tuesday and a speech before 
the American Legion con- 
vention in Chicago on Wednes- 
day. 


As delegates 
arrived 
in 


Miami Beach, Dote added his 
voice to the effort to com- 
promise the fight over the dele- 
gate-apportionment plan ap- 
proved last week by the Re- 
publican National Committee at 
the behest of smaller, more sol- 
idly Republican states. 


At the center of the fight is 


the prospective 1976 candidacy 
of Agnew, who arrived in this

slashes...Specifically, we op- 
pose plans to stop the Minute- 
man III and Poseidon pro- 
grams, reduce the strategic 
bomber force by some 60 per 
cent, cancel the Bl bomber, re- 
duce aircraft carriers from 16 
to 6, reduce tactical air wings 
by a third, and unilaterally re- 
duce U.S. forces in Europe by 
half.

Police, protestors:

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


Police and protesters got ac- 
quainted across a line of night- 
sticks on the eve of the Re- 
publican National Convention 
as demonstrators capped a day 
of street action with an at- 
tempted disruption of a GOP 
gala. 


Sunday was, however, clearly 


a day of preparation for both 
sides. 


Only a fraction of the assem- 


bled protestors and a small 
band of police participated in 
Sunday's main event. 


Most of the 4,000 demonstra- 


tors remained in Flamingo 
Park while the 1,000 National 


Guard troops and 2,500 Army 
paratroopers stood by in their 
encampments, but were never 
called. 


An "Honor America" parade 


and a "dishonor Amerika" ral- 
ly occupied attention earlier 
Sunday. So did a marijuana 
smoke-in, an anti-Nixon rock 
opera and the bodily ejection 
from the park of a contingent 
from the American Nazi Party. 


But the day's only real con- 


frontation came at nightfall, 
when some 350 members of the 
Students 
for a Democratic 


Society marched in front of the 
plush Fontainebleau Hotel just 
as party faithful were gather- 


ing for a $500-a-plate gala. 
President Nixon's wife and 
daughters — guests of honor — 
already were inside. 


Chanting "keep the rich out," 


the demonstrators burned an 
American flag, locked arms at 
the hotel entrances and hara- 
ngued and jostled dinner guests 
arriving in tuxedoes and formal 
gowns. 


About 
200 helmeted state 


troopers 
stood 
shoulder-to- 


shoulder in front of the hotel as 
early arrivals elbowed their 
way through the jeering pro- 
testers. After an hour, the 
troopers moved slowly forward

SAIGON f AP) — Three thou- 


sand South Vietnamese troops 
launched a drive today aimed 
at blocking a North Vietnamese 
division from pushing out of the 
captured Que Son Valley into

coastal lowlands south of Da 
Nang. 


U.S. Air Force crews report- 


ed spotting big North Vietnam- 
ese 130mm artillery guns and 
tanks in the area of the Que 
Son fighting, some 35 miles 
south of Da Nang. The air force 
communique said F4 Phantoms 
knocked out three of the guns 
and two tanks. It was the clos- 
est such heavy weapons have 
been reported to Da Nang. 


The 
North 
Vietnamese 


pushed through the valley dur- 
ing the weekend, inflicting 
heavy troop and equipment 


losses on the South Vietnamese. 
It was the biggest Communist 
gain since Quang Tri fell last 
May 1 and posed an immediate 
threat to Da Nang, the coun- 
try's second largest city, and a 
heavily populated 50-mile strip 
of Highway 1 to the South.

This 
year's North Vietnamese drive 
of about 2,500 men was the big- 
gest. A SMs-month series of at- 
tacks chipped away at the Hiep 
Due and Que Son valleys, forc- 
ing the South Vietnamese to 
yield several firebases and vil- 
lages earlier in the campaign. 


The Saigon command also an- 


nounced that 85 persons were 
killed or injured over the week- 
end in the Central Highlands 
when a civilian bus hit an ene- 
my mine and a helicopter car- 
rying refugees turned over and 
crashed. 


Forty civilians were killed 


and 30 others were wounded 
when the mine ripped through 
the packed bus Sunday about 25 
miles south of Pleiku, Saigon 
headquarters said. 


The Saigon command first 


announced that a helicopter col- 
lision in the air over Kontum 
killed 38 Vietnamese and in- 
jured 42, but later aid this was 
in error, there was no collision 
and 12 persons killed and three 
were injured. A spokesman 
said the big Chinook had landed 
at Kontum and let most of the 
refugees off when it suddenly 
rose out of control and flipped 
over, showering debris on a 
smaller helicopter parked near- 
by.

The destruction of a Vietnamese city 


QUANG TRI, Vietnam (AP) 


— As efficiently as a heel 
grinds out a smouldering ciga- 
rette, so have the South Viet- 
namese, their American allies 
and the 
North Vietnamese 


crushed the life from Quang Tri 
City. 


Both sides are systematically 


destroying the once-pleasant 
riverside community of palm- 
shaded streets and historical 
sites where 80,000 Vietnamese 
lived. It is an orgy of destruc- 
tion that has no parallel in the 
Vietnam war. 


The vistas of tumbled, broken 


homes, of steel rods sticking 
grotesquely from twisted con- 
crete walls, of hollow-eyed, 
crouching men are from earlier 
wars. Quang Tri today is Seoul 
in 1950, Cassino in 1944, the 
towns and villages-of Europe 
wiped out in World War I. 


A pall of black smoke hangs 


over the city, like that over an 
American industrial town in the 
days before anyone bothered 
about pollution. But here the 
only industry is war. 


The South Vietnamese ma- 


rines inside Quang Tri have 
taken well over 1,000 casualties 
in 25 days at a conservative es- 
timate, their American ad- 
visers say. The Vietnamese 
paratroopers before them were 
relieved because of crippling, 
casualties. 


No one wants to go forward 


or back, only to crouch under a 
wall and listen for the boom of 
a distant gun firing, and the 
cru-ump as the shell screams 
into the city. At least 1,000 
shells boom into Quang Tri ev- 
ery day, they say. And that is 
not counting the shelling and 
air strikes launched against the 
North Vietnamese. 


At any one time that enemy 


might number 600 men at most, 
the marines say. Some sit in- 
side the walled Citadel in the 
northern part of the city, re- 
portedly with enough food and 


other supplies for two years, 
left behind in May by the flee- 
ing South Vietnamese infantry. 


The North Vietnamese also 


hold five strongpoints in the 
south of the city, formerly 
moated forts for headquarters 
elements of the South Vietnam- 
ese army. The defense include 
stout demonstration bunkers 
built by the U.S. Marines three 
years ago. 


If progress can be measured 


by 10 yards advance today, 
then back five tomorrow, or a 
whole block gained by a battal- 
ion in three weeks after taking 
200 casualties, then the South 
Vietnamese are making prog- 
ress in Quang Tri. 


If the Communists measure 


progress by delaying the gov- 
ernment advanace for a few 
days at the cost of no one 
knows how many dead then 
Hanoi no doubt is satisfied. 


Young officers graduating 


from the Thu Due Officers' 
School near Saigon fear going 
north to Quang Tri. The war is 
so fierce there, they say, that 
man could not survive to live 
out his true destiny. 


But the officers still go north 


from Saigon to Quang Tri, just 
as the other officers come 
south from Hanoi. Their destiny 
seems to be to die in a dead 
city. 


Two sfofes seek disaster relief

Officials in West Virginia and 


Minnesota sought federal help 
today as the reult of weekend 
flash flooding that inflicted 
damage estimated in the mil- 
lions of dollars. 


West Virginia Gov. Arch A. 


Moore Jr. has asked President 
Nixon to declare four counties 
disaster areas. 


The presidential declaration 


is necessary for federal relief 
funds to be allocated. The re- 
quest covers Mingo, Logan, 
McDowell and Wyoming Coun- 
ties. 


Total damage from the West 


Virginia flooding is estimated 
at $6.9 million, a spokesman for 
the governor said, with $1.9 
million of that to property, both 
public and private. 


More than 100 persons were 


being housed Sunday evening at 
the grade school in Gilbert, 
headquarters for emergency 
flood aid in the southern West 
Virginia area. 


American Red Cross and Sal- 


vation Army workers provided 
free meals to about 1,000 area 
residents Sunday. 


Road damage in the Gilbert 


area was estimated at $1.5 mil- 
lion, according to spokesman, 
and 200 car bridges and more 
than 500 foot bridges were 
washed away.

and forced the demonstrators 
away from the premises. 


The 
demonstrators 
gave 


ground, pounding on roofs and 
hoods of cars as they retreated. 
Then, proclaiming victory, they 
began the two-mile southbound 
trek back to Flamingo Park. 


Police reported no arrests 


and no injuries. The only casu- 
alties apparently were egg- 
splattered dinner jackets, 
scuffed satin slippers and torn 
ball gowns. 


This was the first time at ei- 


ther of the two conventions that 
nonparticipants 
had 
been 


caught up in a confrontation be- 
tween police and demonstra- 
tors. 


The police had held fast in 


their ranks despite the urging 
of bystanders to intervene. 


"We waited until they were 


assaulting people and could 
wait no longer," said Police 
Chief Rocky Pomerance. "Our 
approach was to protect people, 
not hurt anyone, not arrest any- 
one."

tonight," said Joe Martin, an 
organizer with SDS's Miami 
Collective. "We made our 
point. We were not intimidated 
by the cops. We've got three 
days and have to build." 


Some 200 members of the 


Miami Gay Activist Alliance, a 
group supporting equal rights 
for homosexuals, conducted the 
most peaceful protest of the 
day. Carrying candles, they 
walked on the sidewalks to Con- 
vention Hall, sat briefly in a 
demonstration area in front of 
it, then returned without in- 
cident to the campsite. 


The "Honor America" pa- 


rade, organized by a local polit- 
ical candidate, wound through 
the streets in 96-degree heat 
with few participants and fewer 
spectators. 
'The "Dishonor Amerika " 
rally, organized by the Zippie 
faction of the Youth Inter- 
national Party (Yippies), ended 
with 400 persons marching the 
six blocks from the park to 
Convention Hall. A bottle of 
urine was poured on "objects of 
honky American culture" — a 
can of deodorant, brassieres, 
computer cards and an Ameri- 
can flag. 
Contingents of fatigue-clad 


Vietnam Veterans against the 
War arrived by car and on foot 
throughout the day, ending 
what they called "the last pa- 
trol." One batch of WAWs 
halted in front of the Doral Ho- 
tel, headquarters for the Com- 
mittee to Re-elect the Presi- 
dent. The vets executed a left 
face, then broke toy M16 rifles 
over their knees.

Olympic walkout hinges 
on today's decision 


MUNICH (AP) — Kenya and 


Ethiopia, breeding grounds of 
Olympic distance running 
champions, loomed today as 
the pivotal nations in the great 
walkout threat of the Munich 
Games. 


Ethiopia has made its airline 


reservations for home. 


Kenya's athletes, meanwhile, 


waited in Olympic Village for 
the go-or-stay word from Presi- 
dent Jomo Kenyatta amid the 
furor over Rhodesia's entry in 
the 20th Olympics. 


"If Jomo says go, the Ken- 


yans will go," said a black 
American track star. "If Jomo 
says stay, those cats will stay. 
When Jomo speaks, that is Gos- 
pel." 


The 34 competitors from Eth- 


iopia were booked on a flight 
today to Addis Ababa as atnlet- 
,es from a dozen other countries 
hung on the fence over the Rho- 
desian question. 


The national Olympic com- 


mittees of Africa remained rig- 
id in their complaint to the In- 


ternational Olympic Committee 
about the invitation of white- 
controlled Rhodesia, a continen- 
tal neighbor of South Africa 
which was kicked out of the 
1968 
games 
over 
similar 


charges. 


United States blacks stuck by 


their pledge to stand united 
with our African brothers," but 
continued to refuse full ex- 
planation of the veiled threat of 
withdrawal.

busses will be fired Saturday to 
signal the opening of the 20th 
Olympic Games. They replace 
the traditional cannons. 


The third of four chartered

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Another draw 
for players in 
chess tourney 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 


— Bobby Fischer and Boris 
Spassky played to their third 
consecutive draw in the world 
chess championships Sunday, 
bringing the American chal- 
lenger only three points from 
capturing Spassky's crown. 


Fischer was leading 9^-6H 


after the 16th game and needs 
12Mt to take the title held by 
Russians ever since 19(8. They 
play again Tuesday in the 17th 
game of the maximum 24-con- 
test championship match. 


A win counts one point and a 


draw half a point. 


Fischer's lead is enough for 


him to win the championship 
by drawing six of the remain- 
ing eight games. But Spassky, 
although needing only 12 points 
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to retain his title, must win at 
least three and draw the other 
five. Most of the experts con- 
sider this impossible since in 
the 15 games played so far- 
Fischer lost the second game 
on a forfeit—Spassky has de- 
feated the American challenger 
only twice while Fischer has 
won six games. 


The 35-year-old champion 


doggedly ran out the end game 
for at least 25 moves after the 
experts agreed that Sunday's 
contest was a draw. 


"Most of the dreary and re- 


petitive moves of the last half 
of the 60-move game might 
have been dispensed with," 
grandmaster Isaac Kashdan 
said in an analysis for The As- 
sociated Press. 


Spassky, playing black, ended 


up with a rook and two pawns. 
Fischer had a rook and a single 
pawn during the long deadlock. 


Yugoslav grandmaster Sveto- 


zar Gligoric said the champion 
perhaps "at first tried to ex- 
ploit the extra piece, then 
didn't know when to stop." 


After five hours, the referee 


gave Fischer an envelope in 
which to seal his next move if 
the game were adjourned over- 
night. Fischer, who normally 
makes a great show of secrecy-, 
scribbled his move and left the 
paper lying on the table in 
front of him. 


Only then did Spassky extend 


his hand offering a draw. Mi- 
lunka Lazarevic of Yugoslavia 
said she could not remember 
such an end game "when the 
players were not on speaking 
terms."

laski County Clerk Jerome Cli- 
mer, a GOP candidate for sec- 
retary' of state, was waging a 
vendetta against Secretary of 
State Kelly Bryant and that the 
attempt to disqualify signatures 
on the petitions was part of an 
effort to discredit Bryant's of- 
fice.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — For- 


rest Rozzell. executive secre- 
tary of the .Arkansas Education 
Association, said Sunday that a 
proposed 1500 average increase 
in teacher salaries in each year 
of the next biennium was a 
minimum amount the teachers 
should receive. 


But Rozzell said it probably 


would be the most that would 
be allowed under federal wage 
guidelines. 


The state Board of Education 


voted Saturday to present a 
budget to next year's legisla- 
ture that would give salary in- 
creases averaging *500 per 
teacher in both years of the 
biennium that starts July 1. 


Rozzell said that while the 


NEA's position on salaries 
would not be established until 
later this year, the board's pro- 
posal was "substantially in 
line" with the teacher organ- 
ization's thinking. 


"It's not going to provide us 


with a revolutionary' jump in 
average salaries in Arkansas 
compared to salaries in other 
parts of the nation, but we 
would about hold our own in re- 
lation to the other states." Roz- 
zell said. 


He said the salaries should be 


increased substantially more 
than what was proposed, but he 


said a problem that had to be 
taken into account was possible 
continuation of the 
federal 


wage guidelines. He said the 
AEA's attorney believed a $500 
average increase would be 
allowed. 


Rozzell said the state should 


have no difficulty funding the 
proposed increases with exist- 
ing tax revenues. He observed 
that new taxes approved by the 
1971 legislative session were 
providing more money than an- 
ticipated. 


The AEA had sought an in- 


crease in the sales tax in 1971 
to provide more money for sal- 
aries and the public schools, 
but no increase in the tax was 
approved. Rozzell said the AEA 
was not pushing for a sales tax 
increase by the 1973 legislature 
at this time. 


The 1971 legislature approved 


average salary" increases of 
$900 to $950 per teacher for the 
current biennium. 


In other action, the Board of 


Education budgeted money to 
establish a state-financed kin- 
dergarten program and an in- 
creased amount for education 
of the handicapped. The Educa- 
tion Department's staff recom- 
mended that the state begin 
providing free textbooks in high 
school.

People to 
fight for 
pecan tree 


DALLAS (AP) — Defenders 


of a giant pecan tree vowed to 
put a wall of human bodies 
around it today in an effort to 
keep a bulldozer from knocking 
the old tree down. 


The tree is all that remains 


on a lot where a demolition 
crew has just finished razing a 
large house in one of the city's 
older neighborhoods to make 
room for new construction. 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — 


Construction could begin early 
next year on the first-section of 
work to make the Red River 
navigable in Louisiana, opening 
up vast areas of the state to 
access to the Mississippi River. 


Congress 
has 
authorized 


much of the overall project, 
estimated to cost around $900 
million, but it has not appro- 
priated any funds for construc- 
tion. 


Col. Richard L. Hunt, district 


engineer for the Army Corps of 
Engineers in New Orleans, said 
a Joint House-Senate committee 
has approved a $1.2 million ap- 
propriation to begin work on 
the Red River navigation from 
the Mississippi river to Shreve- 
port. 


However, it still requires fi- 


nal approval and signing into 
law. 


On another front, the Corps 


of Engineers plans to file a de- 
tailed impact environmental 
statement with the Council of 
Environmental Quality in De- 
cember. This is a step that 
must be taken before a shovel 
of dirt is lifted. 


Also as part of the program, 


the corps held three public 
hearings last week — in Jeffer- 
son, Tex., and Shreveport, and 
Alexandria, La. 


At the hearings, some envi- 


ronmentalists 
cautioned the 


project might cause ecological 
damage. The Louisiana Wildlife 
Federation, for instance, went 
on record at Alexandria as not 
opposing the project, but said 
its members would keep close 
watch on it and would reserve 
the right to protest in the fu- 
ture any phase of the project it 
may feel is detrimental to the 
ecology. 


At the Shreveport hearing, J. 


B. Reynolds — who represented 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Co. — said that the navigation 
would work an economic hard- 
ship to the present trans- 
portation facilities in the state. 
He said the area also is ade- 
quately 
served 
by 
trans- 


portation facilities. 


Several civic and govern- 


mental groups in the area, how- 
ever, spoke in favor of the pro- 
ject. 


; The overall project — as au- 
thorized but not funded by Con- 
gress — includes four sections. 
They are: 


1. Navigation and bank stabi- 


lization on the Red River from 
the Mississippi River to Shreve- 
port, a distance of about 210 
miles. 


2. Navigation from Shreve- 


port to Daingerfield, Tex., on 12 
Mile Bayou and Cypress Bayou, 
a distance of about 84 miles. 


3. Bank stabilization on the 


Red River from Shreveport to 
Index, Ark. No navigation is 
authorized so far.

4. Bank stabilization on the 


Red River from Index, Ark., to 
the Denison Dam at DenlVon, 
Tex. No navigation is planned 
at present. 


Also at the Alexandria meet- 


ing, an official of the Louisiana 
Department of Public Works 
suggesged that the corps give 
early consideration to building 
the first two locks to make it 
completely navigable from the 
Mississippi River to the Alexan- 
dria-Pineville area. 


Dan Cresap, chief engineer of 


the Louisiana Department of 
Public Works, said if tht idea 
is accepted, planning tor the re* 
maindef can gd ahead while 
the locks are constructed.; One 
would be about 10 miles from 
the Red River junction with 
Black River and the second 
about 40 miles south of Alexan- 
dria. 


Hunt said that the corps is 


weighing various opinions and 
requests at the hearings. 


He said that it appears the 


first construction will primarily 


deal with channel alignment 
and tanft stabilisation on Mint 
of the area from the Mississippi 
River to Shreveport. 


For instance, channels will he 


cut through large, meMdtfiftg 
bends, making the pathway of 
the river straighter and creat- 
ing an oxboy lake in whit wan 
the bend. 


Hunt said this would mate 


the Oxboy Lakes prime fishing 
areas. He said studied from the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
showed that fishing in the 


whole area will be improved. 
He said the government also 
will create pkswekiiig and 
camping facilities at each of 
the locks and dams. 


Under an earlier program, 31 


miles at the Red River which is 
near the MiaiHsippi River ar* 
currently navigable. 


Hunt said'five fafikr and 


dams are to be constructed to 
make the 21ft miles navigable 
from the Misaiwippi River to 
Shreveport. 


Four more dams will be built 


in other parts of the project 


Mont said • benefit of the 


program on bank stabilization 
and channel alignment wwjd 
be to greatly lower the 1,680 
acres of good farmland that at 
present go down tHe Hvef hi 
form of silt each year. He said 
this would improve the water 
quality as well, by removing 
the sediment, tn addition, engi- 
neers also are working to re- 
duce the nit content that stem 
from deposits picked up by the 
river in Oklahoma and Texas.
